"Whitewash" is distributed by a number of the larger distributors, of -diom possibly 
you deal with Dimondstein (who sold thrir first 500 in three weeks and phone^/an order 
for 500 more this past Tuesday morning), Bo^kazine, or A&A. Or, the bo-k i available 
diroctly from U 3 , at normal discounts for hardback, although it hun a paper cover. 

It sells fbr £4.95. It is not a short bo k, having more than 100,000 words.
